BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  births  registered  to  the  31st  December,  1904,  was  913, 
(464  boys  and  449  girls)  giving  a  birth  rate  of  40*5  per  thousand.  Last  year 
it  was  40*5  per  thousand. 


DEATHS. 

For  the  same  period  346  deaths  are  returned,  including  two  out  of  the 
district;  deducting  this  would  give  a  death  rate  of  1 5*2  per  thousand.  Last 
year  was  15*6  per  thousand.  Excess  of  births  over  deaths — 569.

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INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  rate  per  thousand  births  registered  this  year  amounts  to  1 53*5. 
Last  year  it  was  141'4.  There  are  19  premature  births  this  year  as 
against  23  last  year.  Whooping  cough  is  to  a  great  extent  responsible  for 
our  increased  mortality.  The  majority  of  mothers  live  under  the  impression 
that  whooping  cough  cannot  be  cured  or  alleviated.  So  deluding  themselves 
with  this  false  impression,  they  refrain  from  seeking  advice  and  treatment 
until  some  severe  complication  has  supervened.  There  has  been  34  deaths 
from  this  disease  and  19  of  these  were  under  one  year.

DISINFECTION. 

I  fear  that  the  condition  of  most  houses  will  not  permit  of  this  being 
satisfactorily  carried  out,  for,  more  than  once  I  have  heard  persons  in 
adjoining  houses  complain  of  the  fumes  spreading  through  into  their  houses. 
Surely  it  cannot  be  wondered  at  disease  spreading  when  such  a  state  of 
affairs  as  this  exists.  Again  it  is  impossible  to  thoroughly  disinfect  a  house 
while  the  inmates  are  present.

With  regard  to  Small  Pox,  I  may  state  that  the  district  was  free  from 
the  disease  from  the  2nd  of  August  to  the  8th  of  November,  when  it  was 
brought  into  the  district  from  Morpeth  by  a  young  man,  who  had  gone  to 
see  some  friends  who,  it  afterwards  transpired,  were  suffering  from  the 
disease.  Thirteen  cases  of  Small  Pox  were  afterwards  attributed  to  this 
man  and  out  of  these,  seven  were  un-vaccinated  persons.  I  can  only 
reiterate  what  I  stated  in  my  last  report,  viz  : — that  once  more  I  have 
remarked  the  short  time  it  was  necessary  to  keep  the  vaccinated  cases 
under  observation,  as  compared  with  the  un-vaccinated  cases.  There  has 
been  a  large  number  of  contacts  from  other  towns,  and  on  being  informed, 
I  have  kept  them  under  observation.

COW  BYRES. — All  these  have  been  visited  and  in  no  cases  could 
faults  be  found. 

WATER  SUPPLY. — This  has  been  very  good  all  the  year. 

I  should  like  to  call  your  attention  to  the  removal  of  excrement. 
Although  it  is  well  done  at  present,  in  the  summer  owing  to  the  increasing 
use  of  gas-stoves  Too  used  at  present)  and  necessarily  the  absence  of  fires, 
there  will  be  no  ashes  to  procure  for  the  absorption  of  the  liquid  contained 
in  the  closets. 

1  made  arrangements  with  the  School  Board  Officer  to  let  me  know  any 
cases  of  Chicken  Pox  were  situated,  so  1  thought  1  might  investigate  them 
and  see  that  they  were  not  mild  Small  Pox  cases.

Six  tenements  have  been  closed  during  the  year  as  unfit  for  Habitation. 
According  to  Specification  our  Ashpits  and  Closets  are  cleansed  once 
a  week  during  the  year.  In  connexion  with  this  work  we  have  had  our  own 
Hopper  since  the  middle  of  February  last  and  since  then  we  have  sent  to 
sea  11,802  tons  of  refuse  of  which  835  loads  has  been  street  sweepings. 

I  am  sorry  to  state  that  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  had  a  rather 
severe  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  more  or  less  during  the  year  we  have 
had  Small  Pox  cases,  altogether  about  170  cases  of  Infectious  disease  have 
been  notified.  vVe  have  been  fairly  successful  in  keeping  the  diseases  within 
bounds,  especially  the  Small  Pox  contacts  in  view  of  having  no  means  of 
isolation. 


The  Medical  Officer  and  myself  have  made  a  large  number  of  visits  to 
the  different  Wards  of  the  Borough  during  the  year  and  all  defects  to 
property  ordered  by  us  have  been  promptly  remedied  by  the  Owners. 

Under  the  Factories  and  Workshops  Acts  we  have  either  separately  or 
together  made  158  visits  to  the  small  factories  and  workshops  and  found 
them  in  a  very  good  condition. 

Bakeries,  Cowbyres,  Dairies,  Milk,  Fish,  and  Fruit  Shops  have  been 
visited  at  regular  intervals  and  found  satisfactory.  Slaughter  Houses,  Pork 
Shops,  and  Lodging  Houses  have  been  visited  at  least  twice  a  week  during 
the  year  and  have  always  been  found  in  good  condition. 

I  have  only  found  it  necessary  to  prosecute  one  case  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  viz  : — one  sample  of  Milk  which  was  certified  by  the  Public 
Analyst  as  containing  13  per  cent  of  added  water.  The  defendant  was  fined 
£1  and  Costs. 

I  have  also  taken  samples  of  Butter  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  preservative  used,  such  as  Boric 
Acid  and  in  only  one  instance  did  I  find  the  per  centage  greater  than  the 
maximum  suggested  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  viz  0*5  per  cent.  This 
sample  contained  0'788  per  cent  of  Boric  Acid. 

Gentlemen,  in  conclusion  I  can  only  add  that  at  present  we  are  in  a 
fairly  healthy  condition  and  although  we  have  recently  had  8  cases  of 
Typhus  Fever  and  about  12  cases  of  Small  Pox  we  hope  to  be  able  to 
combat  and  stamp  out  those  diseases,  of  course  the  work  is  greatly  increased 
owing  to  infectious  disease,  workshop  and  slaughter  house  inspection,  etc., 
but  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  so  few  complaints  have  been  made  and 
that  disease  generally  has  been  less  than  last  year.
